T I were to say to a Belgian that fine words ) 


on earth I meant. That is perhaps fortu- 
nate; for if ever a nation had reason to remind 
the world of that saying, it is the Belgian nation 
t the present crisis. 


I am afraid many of us have a rather complacent 
impression that France and Britain came in a very 
‘handsome way to the rescue of brave little Bel- 
gium, and that it is a noble trait in their character 
thdt they have upheld the Treaty of London 
(1839) these 75 years for Belgium’s benefit. Now 
the King of the Belgians is far too chivalrous to 
let fall one word in criticism of that attitude. 


Therefore, as gentlemen, we who are on the 
Franco-British side must criticise it ourselves. We 
must confess that though Belgium has saved, us, 
we have not saved Belgium. At the battle. of 
Waterloo the British lay down snugly behind the 
ridge, and placed the Belgian brigade on the ex- 
posed forward slope of ‘it to be hammered to 
pieces by the terrible cannonade and then cut:to 
ribbons by the charges that routed our own ar- 
tillery. And some English writers were not 
ashamed to disparage Belgian valor because the 
British squares stood up to the charges at the top 
of the hill when the uncovered Belgian brigade 
fell before a hail of cannon balls. 

No Belgian then complained of being allotted the 
post of danger; it was his right on his own soil 
to claim it. 

History repeated itself at Liege. There, too, Bel- 
gium was at the post of danger. There she held 
the bridge for the whole west of Europe against 
Prussia, and never once looked back to ask, 
“‘Where are the French and British?’’ Where, in- 
deed? Alas! it was a long way to Tipperary; and 
what were Napoleon’s 12-pounders and- 24-pound- 
ers to the Kaiser’s howitzers that from impossi- 
ble distances could blow whole forts into the 
sky? Well, all the Generals of Britain and France 
have since come into the field; but none of them 
can yet claim the laurel of the mathematician of 
Liege who called his admiring captors to witness 
that he had been taken alive only because he had 
been taken insensible. To his magnificent war- 
riorship even the Prussians took off their hats. 
Nothing that we can say about it can pay our debt 
to it. 


Allies Must Make Good.

Belgium. Liege fell. Brussels has fallen, 

and Antwerp, and Ghent, and Bruges, and 
Ostend. Louvain has been sacked more scien- 
tifically than Ismail by Suwarrow; towns like 
Termonde have had the fiery chariot of war 
driven to and fro over their corpses until they 
are thrice slain, like the dead in a liar’s story; and 
the Belgian Government has been driven out into 
a foreign land. What worse could have happened 
to Belgium had she stood alone against the world? 
Well may her enemy laugh to scorn “the scrap of 
paper” that guaranteed her integrity. It will be 
time enough for Belgium’s friends to revile Ger- 
many for that when they have made the scrap of 
paper» good. 

For they must make it good. If. they do not 
drive the Germans out of Belgium and offer their 
armies as the guard of honor to the most popular 
monarch in Europe on the day when he takes his 
seat again on his throne in Brussels, they will be 
either dishonored or beaten. If they sign a treaty 
leaving the Kaiser one square inch of Belgian soil 
except under such compulsion as would force 
them to give him Portsmouth, Belfort and Verdun 
as well, they may as well tear up their flags and 
live by letting lodgings to foreigners and cheating 
them over their bills. 

Most unfortunately for Belgium, it has been al- 
most impossible hitherto to procure publicity for 
an adequate acknowledgment of this obligation 
or a fair statement of her case. The horror in- 
spired by war is so great that all the belligerent 
nations began by insisting that they were engaged 
in a defensive war. They would have it that they 
were the innocent victims of an unscrupulous and 
unexpected aggression.

“I guess not,” said Police Sergeant Michael F. 
Gibbons when the bandits who were dynamiting 
the Wabash safe ordered him out of the Delmar 
Avenue Railroad Station. His experienced judg- 
ment must have told him that it was a place of 
danger, that he was dealing with desperate men. 
A glance had revealed the masked robbers, the 
intimidated watchman with a revolver jammed 
against his temple.

The Democratic vote declined 41,555; the Re- 


publican vote, 17,761, the Progressive vote 24, 921. 
The Socialist vote increased 3625. Thé net loss 
in two years was 80,612 votes, 25 per cent.. 
One at a distance might think the population of 
Texas is dwindling: Not so. It is increasing. 
The explanation of the lost votes is the un- 
democratic character of the electoral require- 
ments in the banner Democratic State. The Texas 
Constitution requires payment of a poll tax as 
a condition to exércising the right to vote. The 
Texas election laws require also that the voter 
must have resided six months continuously in the 
county in which he votes. 
The increasing pressure of greedy landlordism 
upon the quarter million tenant farmers of Texas 
makes the payment of a cash poll tax yearly 
more nearly prohibitive for many thousands of 
them. The same vicious land system impels other

SALE OF WAR SUPPLIES. 


Phfiadelphia Record: It is quite absurd to sup- 
pose that we could stop the war in three months 


by refusing to sell supplies. All the belligerents 
want arms and ammunition faster than they can 
make them, but all of them are making military 
supplies at a great rate, and there is not the least 
reason to suppose that if we cut off all contraband 
trade the war conflagration would burn itself out 
for lack of fuel. As the war inevitably injures 
our trade very much, it is unreasonable to propose 
that we shall injure it some more by outlawing a 
trade that is perfectly lawful under our domestic 
end international law.

MORE TEETH IN THE LAW. 

New York World: This conclusion of a cele- 
brated case is important for two reasons, 

It determines that organized boycotts against 
any line of interstate trade constitute an unlawful 
restraint of such trade under the Sherman act. 

It brings.into use as a practical weapon against 
combinations in restraint of interstate trade 
whether of capital or labor, the threefold-dam- 
ages provision of.the statute, which has hitherto 
been more or less of a dead letter. 

Something has been done to make this Federal 
law a criminal statue where guilt is personal. 
Something has now been done in exposing of- 
fenders to enormous fines in the way of damages. 
It remains for persons injured by any convicted 
combination to apply the three-fold damages pro- 
vision against offending capital as well as labor. 

The law is now provided with two rows of teeth. 


ITS FUTURE EFFECT. 
Indianapolis News: It is clear that the Su- 
preme Court is in no doubt as to the guilt of 
the unionists. What effect this important deci- 
sion will have on future labor litigation depends 
entirely, however, on the interpretation of the 
Clayton anti-trust law. In the Clayton law labor 
unions are exempt.

Pittsburgh Gazette-Times: Application of this 
test undoubtedly will impose hardships upon some 
individuals otherwise worthy, but there is no law 
devisable which will not, in occasional cases, Oop- 
erate similarly. The national duty, however, is 
first of all toward the United States as a whole, 
rather than to the people of other lands. This 
country has been too much the “melting pot” of 
mere convenience. It should have a larger voice 
in determining the kind of materials that are to 
gc into the making of its future, instead of leav- 
ing that question to steamship agents, foreign 
Governments and uninformed aliens.

One 
clause prohibits the entrance of persons who have 
been “legally accused of felony,” and this in a 
country where prosecutions are begun and in- 
dictments found on the merest suspicion! 

When Mr. Wilson considers this measure his in- 
telligent opposition to the literacy test will 
naturally incline him to disapprove it. But he 
need not rest on this single section.

NO TEST OF CHARACTER.

penent of oleo. We saw the 
oil pressed from the suet, 
strained through heavy canvas, re- 
strained and refined until it reached a 
stage of chemical change and purifica- 
tion and became a new material ap- 
provriately called ‘‘neutral.’’ Neutral 
losked just like a snow mountain in 
one vat. Sprinkled with salt in another 
it looked like snow sparkling in the sun. 

“It must be neutral, that is absolutely 
deprived of taste, odor, flavor, before 
the flavor and full value of the cream 
or milk are to be incorporated,” we 
were told. ; 

The Oleo Dairy Maids. 

We saw sterilizing and separating 
machines ready to receive cans of 
new milk sent in from Illinois; the 
churns, the cool, polished zinc-lined 
chamber where the introduction of 
the lacteal germ, as I understand it— 
the fermentation agent—takes place. 

In a sun-lit chamber smiling girls 
in caps and pinafores—good imita- 
tions of dairy maids—were operating 
machines that cut, stamped, packed 
and sealed the butterine with most 
surprising neatness and rapidity. 
Immaculate, simple, robbed of all 
mystery, with each stage of its pro- 
gress oleo seemed to increase in pur- 
ity, in food value and in the estima- 
tion of the inspectors. 

At last, I for one, ‘with many ‘of.the 
others, confessedly as ignorant, dé- 
manded to know therefore the stigma 
that has attached to oleomargarine. 

“There is a law,” explained the su- 
perintendent, “which enforces a tax 
of 10 cents per pound upon colored 
oleo.”’ 

“The Butter Trust is to be thanked 
for that law,” whispered one of the 
women, 

“We>-cannot, therefore, afford to 
sell colored oleo at less than real 
butter prices. We do not sell one 
tenth of one per cent of colored oleo 
Dealers buy the uncolored oleo, and 
coloring it themselves, under any sort 
of unsanitary conditions, is the evil. 
We are as much interested in the 
present agitation and prosecution of 
oleo colorers as any one. Women 
could help the situation and be sure 
of what they are getting if they 
would learn to ask always for uncol- 
We inclose a color capsule 
with each package so it can be col- 
ored in your own kitchen, if you 
must have it colored.”

Relatives of Dr. W. E. Fischer 
Believe This Dread Caused 
Him to Kill Self. 


Dr. Waldemar E. Fischer, 37 years 
old, an oculist, was found dying: with 
a rubber tube from an open gas jet in 
his mouth in his room at 3634A Connec- 
ticut street yesterday morning. The 
discovery was made by his father, Dr. 
Joseph A. Fischer, a dentist, with whom 
he lived. 

Members of the family said they 
thought Dr. Fischer killed himself be- 
cause he believed he was about to lose 
his mind. 

Fischer’s brother-in-law, Taylor B, 
Myrick, a member of the House of 
Delegates, said Fischer had been com- 
plaining of pains in his head for sev- 
eral weeks and expressed fear that he 
was becoming’ insane. Friday night he 
told his father he would go to Ashe- 
ville, N.«C., in the hope that a change 
of climate would improve his mensen, 
He retired at 9:30 p. m. 

About 6 a. m. yesterday the elder 
Fischer smelt gas and went to investi- 
gate. Finding his son’s door barred 
‘from the inside, he telephoned to My- 
rick. 

They forced open the door and found 
Dr. Fischer lying on the floor. His 
feet had been against the door. He 
was in his nightclothes and his head 
was on a pillow. Over his face were 
several towels. The free end of a tube 
attached to an open gas jet was under 
the towels. 

Physicians discovered signs of life 
and worked over the unconscious man 
for two hours. A pulmotor was used 
without success. 

Dr. Fischer had offices in the Wall 
Building, at Vendeventer avenue and 
Olive street.

The Car- 
ter Construction Co. has the contract 
for building the big sewer, but the 
section east of Twelfth street was sub- 
let to the James C. McMahon Construc- 
tion Co. 

Two houses at 1%5 and 1207 Arm- 
strong avenue also have been damaged 
by the blasting, according to the Build- 
ing Department. People living in the 
vicinity of Twelfth and Hickory streets 
held a meeting Thursday night to pro- 
test against the heavy blasting.

The first is 
that the attractions presented must be 
of a Worthiness which again. shall win 
the favor of those play-goers who do 
not object to high adinission prices if 
they receive entertainment justifying 
stich prices. The second is to lower the 
edmission fees to a sane that 
shall win back that infinitely larger lost 
following—the thousarids upon thou- 
sands of former Olympic and Shubert 
clients who must needs keep close 
watch upon their expefiditures and who 
have found the better class of ‘‘movies”’ 
an acceptable and pleasing economical 
substitute for high-priced dramatic en- 
tertainment. Fully to regain the lost 
following, both of these reforms must 
be instituted. 

There is little promise of the adoption 
of such a wise policy, however, in the 
playhouse merger of the past 
developing.

Possible Deals With Republicans 
Are Discussed by Democrats 
at Capital. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post. 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9.—The first 
week of the Missouri Legislature closed 
with the organization of the two houses, 
in the possession of the administration 
forces, and a lively scramble among 
liouse members for places on important 
committees. 

The anti-adiminstration forces, which 
had sufficient strength to force conces- 
sions of some minor position in the or- 
ganization, is full of fight and is con- 
centrating its attention in the House 
tc efforts to obtain committee chair- 
manships. There does not appear to be 
much chance for them to win their de- 
mands. 

Speaker Boyd is engaged every day 
and evening in consultations with mem- 
bers, but, according to persons who have 
conferred “with. ‘him, ‘he has promised 
the more. ‘smportant’ ‘ivairmanships. 
Members -who-.did not support him for 
Speaker and who are not. supporters of 
the aditinistration ~ will not “be given 
consideration, according td some mem- 
bers. 


Farris Fights for Old Plinace. 
The principal fight in the House is 


over “the chairmanship on the Com- 
mitee of Criminal Jurisprudence, 
This committee will handle the liquer 
measures, For several sessions, Rep- 
resentative Frank H. Farris of Phelps 
County, a. wet member, has been its 
chairman. ‘Speaker Boyd has prom- 
ised the place to Representative 
Shannon of Audrain County, a dry 
member. 

Farris can get the chairmanship of 
the Judiciary, Committee, but is said 
#6 have told friends that he doesn't 
want it, but that he does want the 
Criminal Jurisprvdence Committee. 

Farris refused to discuss the com- 
mittee matter ‘in detail. When asked 
what committee he would get he re- 
plied:

A meeting will be held in the Col- | 
iseum at 2 p. m. today, to pass a reso- 
lution asking Congress to prohibit 
the shipment of munitions of war 
from the United States to Europe. | 
The méeting was called by an organi- 
zation known as the American Neu- 
trality League, which is being formed 
simultaneously in the principal cities 
of the United States. 


The purpose of the so-called Neu- 
traitty Eeague, as shown in its pre- 
liminary announcements, is to aid 
Germany and Austria by preventing 
American dealers from sending sup- 
plies to their enemies. 

Under the long standing usages of 
international law, dealers in a neu- 
tral country are free to send war 
supplies to any belligerent nation, 
subject to the risk of capture and 
confiscation. As the allies now con- 
trol. the ocean, shipments to Ger- 
many are not practicable.

from a speech by Senator 

Lodge in the Senate last 
Wednesday, eriticising the 
Mexican policy of President 
Wilson, to which the President 
referred in his Jackson day ad- 
dress at Indianapolis Friday: 
- The error of the administra- 
tion’s course began with refus- 
ing to recognize Huerta on 
moral grounds instead of the 
broader international grounds. 

The occupation of Vera Cruz 
did not accomplish the desired 
salute to the flag, but caused 
the departure of Huerta and 
the promotion of Villa. 

The spectacle of the United 
States at war with Huerta was 
not a pleasing one. 

I have been told the Presi- 
dent’s agents told him there 
would be no resistance (at Vera 
Cruz). When it came the ad- 
ministration did not seem to 
have much stomach for the un- 
expected fight and took shelter 
beneath the A. B. C. mediation. 

It (Mexico) is a chaos of 
fighting factions, a prey of 
banditti. Anarchy ig too polite 
a word to apply. 

I fear it is too late now to 
adopt any policy with respect 
to Mexico except military occu- 
pation. 


the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, I want to say that I draw more 
inspiration from you than I do from 
them. 

‘They, like myself, are only ser- 
vants of the people of the United 
States. Our sinews consist in your 
sympathy and support, and our re- 
newal comes from contact with you 
and with the strong movements of 
public opinion in this country. That 
is the reason why I, for one, would 
prefer that our thoughts should not 
too often cross the ocean, but should 
center themselves upon the policies 
and duties of the United States. 

Andrew Jackson Not Mild. 

“Tf we think of the United States, 
when the time comes we shall know 
how this country can serve the world. 
I will borrow a very’ interesting 
phrase from a distinguished gentle- 
man of my acquaintance and beg that 
you will keep your moral powers dry. 

“But I have come here on Jackson 
day. If there are Republicans pres- 
ent, I hope they will-feel the compell- 
ing influence of such a day. There 
was nothing mild about Andrew Jack- 
son, that is the reason I spoke of the 
‘compelling influences of the day.’ 

“Andrew Jackson was a man who 
believed everything he did believe in 
fighting earnest. And really, ladies 
and gentlemen, in public life that is 
the only sort of man worth thinking 
about for a moment. 

“If I was not ready to fight for 
everything I believ in, I would 


a back seat. I like, therefore, to 
breathe the air of Jackson day. I 
like to be reminded of the old mill- 
tant hosts of Democracy which I bee 
lieve have come to life again in our 
times. 

“The United States had almost for- 
gotten that it must keep its fighting 
ardor in behalf of mank§nd when An- 
drew Jackson became President; and 
you will notice that whenever the 
United States forgets its ardor for 
mankind, a Democrat is elected Presi- 
dent. The trouble with the Repub- 
lican party is*that it has not had a 
new idea for 30 years. 

Speaks ss a Historian. 

¢ “I am not speaking as a politician; 
I am speaking as an historian. I have 
looked for ideas in the records and I 
have not found any proceeding from 
the Republican ranks.

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Report to Be Made to Gov. 
Major by the Missouri Stat- 
ute’ Revision Commission. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9.—The cre- 


all bills introduced in the Legislature 
and to report on their constitutionalty, 
and whether they are in conflict with 
existing statutes, is recommended in a 
report to be made to Gov. Major by the 


Missouri Statute Revision Committee, of 
which the members are Jiobert Lamar of 
Houston, Texgs County; John F. Mor- 
ton of Richmond, Ray County, and E. L. 
Alford of Perry, Ralls County. 

The recommendation closes a detailed 
report which states that many Missouri 
laws have been declared unconstitution- 
al, many are obsolete, many are not 
definite and many are conflicting. 

* The Revision Commission was appoint- 
ed to examine the Missouri statutes for 
the purpose of recommending to the 
Legislature bills which would repeal un- 
constitutional statutes, reconcile con- 
flicting statutes and eliminate useless 
and obsolete laws. 3 

Bilis to Correct Statutes, 

The commission will submit to the Leg- 
islature 120 bills designed to correct the 
statutes. 

The report states that a large part of 
the matter contained in the statutes is 
cbsolete and of no further practical use. 
It points out that one law, Which has 
Leen on the books since 1807, regulates 
the toll to be charged by millers when 
their mills are operated by ox-team mo- 
tive power, and where the bolting ma- 
chine is run by hand. There have been 
no ox-team mills in Missouri in several 
decades. 

There also is a statute relating to ap- 
prentices enacted in 1807 and which is 
of no value. The law also provides for 
the State to license groceries. It was 
enacted at a time when the State li- 
censed groceries to sell liquor and long 
ago became obsolete. There is also 
authorization in the statutes for the ap- 
pointment of a tobacco inspector, though 
no such inspector has been appointed in 
20 years. 

Meaning of Laws in Doubt. 

The phrase@logy of many statutes was 
found to be such that the meaning of the 
law was in doubt. The report mentions 
one law which provides a penalty if the 
owner of swine, which are fatally sick, 
shall fail to put flags at the entrances 
to the inclosures in which the swine are 
kept.

‘“‘Dead—dead—dead!’’ the woman re 
peated. Her body quivered for a mo- 
ment, tears filled her eyes. Then she 
quickly motioned to the doctor to sit 
down. 

“You have been very kind to me and 
I don’t want you to worry,” she said. 
“I want to live and I will take what- 
ever comes to me. My future lies in ex- 
piating what‘’I have done. My God, I 
never intended to sacrifice those inno- 
cent beings. They were my life and my 
hope. But now I will fight for my ex- 
istence every inch of the way even if it 
should lead to the electric chair.” 

Dr. Hague, as he attempted to tell 
Mrs. Walters that in the eyes of her 
Maker she was innocent of wrong- 
doing, was cut short. 

“You don’t understand, Doctor,’’ she 
continued. “I have told you a great 
deal, but there are many things that I 
have mentioned to no one. Later when 
1 realize this terrible loss, for which I 
alone am responsible, it will overwhelm 
me, but now I feel as if my brain is 
half asleep. It is as yet only a night- 
mare. 

“I was a good, faithful mother to 
those children. I loved them as only 
@ mother can love. What happened 
at the moment they swallowed that 
dreadful poison\I cannot now remem- 
ber, but I realized my deed when I saw 
the blue bichloride solution dribble down 
little John’s chin. I wiped away the 
liquid and then ran to Mrs. Burns so 
that she might call you before it was 
too ‘late. While I waited for you, dac- 
tor, I gave him syrup of epicac, but 
it must have been too late. Did they 
suffer when they died or was God mer- 
ciful to them in their last moments?” 

The doctor said the children had not 
felt any pain and that they had died 
while asleep. 

Had Christmas Presents for Them. 

“That, at least, is a comfort,” she 
said. Then she fold how she had taught 
John, 2% years old, to brush his teeth 
and to follow her about the flat at 
No. 224 West One Hundred and Sixty- 
seventh street with a miniature broom 
when she did the house cleaning. She 
also recounted the Christmas presents 
that she had bought for the children 
out of the slender savings from her 
household expenses.”

He reported what happened as fol- 
lows:

Without wait- 
ing for him to obey, the robber fired. 
The policeman, who had drawn his re- 
volver, replied and leaped forward.

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HOW EXPLORERS: 
WERE KILLED BY 
ANGRY ESKIMOS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Out of the 
land of the Eskimo Igloos has come 
what the mounted police of the Cana- 
dian Northwest believe to be the 
first true account of the murders of 
Harry Vincent Radford, an American 
sportsman, explorer and writer, and 
George Street, a companion he picked 
up in Ottawa. 

The story is told in prosaic official 
documents filed today in the Surro- 
gate's Court.on behalf of the execu- 
tors of Radford’s will, Mrs. Fannie 
B. Leland and Joseph Edwards. 

Radford and Street left on their ex- 
ploring and hunting trip in February, 
il. In 1913 a report without details 
reached the Canadian police that both 
had been murdered by — at 
Brathhurst Inlet. 

The Hudson Bay Co.'s. report. ‘te H, 
H. Hall, manager of the company’s 
Chesterfield Inlet station, under date 
of Nov. 6, 1918, says Hall believes Rad- 
ford came to his death by attempting to 
enforce obedience from an Eskimo 
whose wife was ill. 

This information came fvem a trusty 
Eskimo named Akulack, formerly in the 
émploy of Radford and Street, who left 
their service at Bradhurst Inlet, where 
they arrived from Schultz Lake under 
his guidance. They had shot much big 
game, and for some reason not ex- 
plained were anxious to get to a whaler 
lying off Point Barrow. That théy never 
reached there is certain. Concerning 
the events of those days, Mr. Hall says: 

“The Eskimo Akulaek, who took Rad- 
ford and party from Schultz Lake to 
Bathurst Inlet, arrived here today and 
reported that both Mr. Radford and Mr. 
Street had been murdered on June 5, 
1912, by the Bathurst Inlet Eskimos. 

“Akulack left Radford, but later met 
the Eskimos with whom he and Street 
were staying and bought a wife from 
them for a rifle. This was just after 
the murder. He had been living dur- 
ing the summer at some little distance 
from the igloos, 

“Radford was to make a start for the 
whaler at Point Barrow and had en- 
gaged two Eskimos as guides. They 
were about to leave when one of the 
men backed out and Radford struck 
him with the handle of his whip to 
enforce obedience. A fight ensued and 
Radford was speared in the back by 
another native. 

“Street made a run for the sleigh, 
but wag murdered before he had time 
to put up anything of a Tight. Rad- 
ford put up quite a fight and had to 
be speared several times before he 
fell, and as life still lingered while 
he lay on the ground he got the fin- 
ishing touch by getting his throat 
cut. 

“On being asked why the Eskimo 
refuged to accompany Radford. Aku- 
lack said that the man's wife was 
taken ill suddenly and. that Radford, 
not understanding the Eskimo lan- 
et well, must have taken a wrong 


eaning and tried to enforce obedi- }. 


ence. Akulack named as the princi; 
pal murderes Hull Tah, and A 
Me-Ker-Nic. 

“Tf this report Is true, tie is one 
thing I can say, and that isithat Rad- 
ford showed very poor judgient when 
he tried to enforce obedience by 
striking an Eskimo so far from civi- 
lization.”

Remarkable Time by Racers in 
305-Mile Race Over Poin. 
Loma Course. 


SAN “DIEGO, Cal., Jan. 9%-—Earl 
Cooper, driving No. 8, today won, the 
San Diego exposition road race over 
the Point Loma course, making the 
305 miles in 4h. 40m. 10s. W. H. 


(“Bad Bill’) Carlson, No, 17, fimished 
second, one minute and one-half be- 
hing. Cooper, and Tom Alley, No. 2, 
finished 10 minutes behind Carlson. 
Cooper’s average for the race was 
65.8 miles ah hour, which was con- 
sidered remarkable for the course. 
Alley took the lead at the begin- 
ning of the race but Eddie Richen- 
bacher in No. 7 soon distanced him 
and retained the lead until the twen- 
ty-first lap, when a broken connect- 
ing rod put him out. It then became 
a battle between Cooper, Carlson and 
Alley for first place. In the thirty- 
ninth lap Oldfield, who had been driv- 
ing a consistent race, was forced out 
by engine trouble. He had been run- 
ning in sixth placc. ‘ 


No Serious Accident. 


Cooper gradually forged ahead of 
Carlson and maintained the lead to 
the finish. A feature of the race was 


the large number of minor mishaps 
and the absence of serious accidents. 
In the first lap. Huntley Gordon 
struck a railroad crossing on the 
back stretch and threw three tires 
simultaneously. The car was. put 
out of the race, but Gordon and his 
mechanic escaped unhurt.

GERMANY CONSERVING. 
GASOLINE AND TIRES 


Private advices received by a Chi- 
cago man in a letter smuggled 
through from Germany, indicate that 
there is a serioys shortage in gaso- 
line and tires for the motor trucks 
and automobiles that form so essen- 
tial a part of the German army 
transport system. 

In Germany there are many wil- 
lages that formerly depended upon 
gasoline for their street lighting sys- 
tems. All of these are now in dark- 
ness every night, as the German mili- 
tary authorities have prohibited the 
sale of gasoline, kerosene and similar 
petroleum: preducts’to.anyone not di- 
rectly connected with the army. 

Another proclamation prohibits the 
sale of motor truck and automobile 
tires to private persons, unless they 
are for use On new automobiles in- 
tended for- military service. No pri- 
vate person is allowed to buy tires 
and crude rubber without a special 
permit from the military authorities. 

Recently the German army leaders 
made a determined effort to buy a 
large fleet of Quad trucks for use on 
the firing line, but after exploring 
every possible means by which they 
might be shipped to Germany they 
had to give up the attempt. The 
American manufacturers of these mo- 
tor trucks were unable to Suaranteé 
a safe transshipment to Germany, 
their part being done when they 
place the vehicles on board the train. 
at the factory.

FIXES POWER OF CAR 
‘The temperaturé of the water within 
the cooling system of an automobile 
engine should average between 150 and 
170 degrees, if the engine is to give 
the best results,” declares.J. B. Newell

car. “Any great deviation from this 
temperature range will produce a very 
marked effect upon the gasdline con- 
sumption as well as the power of the 
engine. The proper degree of heat is 
as essential in the econemic operation 
of a gas engine as it is in the produc- 
tion of steam for a steam engine. 

“The gasoline now being. sold will not 
evaporate at temperatures lower than 
five degrees above zero unless heat ig 
applied, and if the proper temperatur.

taining the best wofking temperature 
has increased correspondingly. 

“The effect of a low motor tempera- 
ture is best demonstrated on a steep 
hijl.

Nomination of candidates by direct 
vote of the people in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City is-a failure, according to the 
report, issued yesterday, of a commis- 
sion appointed by Gov. Major to revise 
election laws applicable to cities having 
registration. 
The commission recommended many 
changes in the registration laws govern- 
ing St. Louis and Kansas City, but de- 
clared the election laws of St. Joseph 
and Buchanan County were satisfac- 
tory. It suggested special legislation to 
amend the primary laws affecting the 
two largest cities of the State, and out- 
lined amendments of the laws control- 
ling party organizations in the cities. 
The effect of the principal changes 
proposed is to give a i greater measure of 
participation and control to the elec- 
tion boards. of) two largest cities, | 
appointed by th vernor, and to open 
the way’ for city ett committees to 
appoint as chalrmeh party members 
who are not elected city, committeemen. 
County Primaries Satisfactory. 
Chairman Drabelle of the St. Louis 
Election Board is chairman of the com- 
mission. The other members are Chair- 
man Sam Sparrow of the Kansas City 
Election Board and Oscar E, Buder, a 
Republican, member of the St. Louis 
board.

Requiring candidates for city com- 
mitteeships to file declarations of 
candidacy and have their names 
printed on the ballot, as other can- 
didates now must, and permitting 
unsuccessful candidates for these - 
places to file contests. 

Permitting city committees to elect 
chairmen who are not members of 
the committee. 

Incorporated in a Bill. 

The commission pointed out that reg- 
istration at the offices of the Election 
Board at St. Louis would have saved 
$75,000 or $80,000 in 1914. 

The proposed amendments to the reg- 
istration laws were incorporated in a 
bill»which accompanied the printed re- 
port, and related only to cities having a 
population of mre than 200,00. The 
suggested changes in the law govern- 
ing party committees in cities were not 
put in the form of a bill.

Postmasters, Farm Department 
and Immigration Agents to 
Help Men Get Work.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9%.—A National 


Employment Bureau reaching into every 
section of the United States will be put 
into operation by the Department of 
Labor next week, carrying out the sug- 
gestion of President Wilson in the In- 


dianapolis speech for “a systematic 
method of helping the vorkingmen of 
America.”’ 

Preliminary work for the bureau has 
been completed, it was announced to- 
night by Commissioner Caminetti of the 
Immigration Bureau, and instructions 
sent to the thousands of Postmasters and 
rural mail carriers throughout the coun- 
try and to hearly 200,000 field agents of 
the Department of Agriculture, who will 
co-operate with the Labor Department 
tc bring the jobless man and the man- 
less job together. All agents of the 


pate in the huge task, Caminetti said. 
General Pian of Bureau. 

The general plan of the Employment 
Bureau was outlined by Caminetti as 
follows: 

Notices will be posted fn all postoffices 
announcing that applications for work or 
workers will be received by the Post- 
master, who will be supplied with forms 
tc be filled out and forwarded to the 
Labor Department agent in charge of the 
zone in which the office is located. The 
distribution branch of the immigration 
service will handle this part of the work 
and to it also will go the reports of the 
Department of Agriculture agents as to 
sections where help is needed in har- 
vesting or other work. Applicants will 
then be informed of the place where 
they can obtain work of the kind they 
seek and at the nearest point to them, 
the postal service acting as the distribut- 
ing and collection agency for applica- 
tions and replies throughout the trans- 
actions. 
’ Commissioner Caminetti said the plan 
was the product of months of labor over 
details. Already, he said, it had been 
tried out in a small way and the results 
had been most satisfactory. After the 
fire at Salem, Mass., last June, when 
nearly 4000 factory operatives were 
thrown out of employment, the Labor 
Department succeeded in firtkding work 
for. many of them.

Resolutions asking President Wilson 
to veto the immigration bill because of 
the literacy test clause it contains were 
adopted yesterday by about 35 repre- 
sentatives of newspapers and journals 
published in foreign languages in gt. 
Louis, at a luncheon. given at the 
Hotel Jefferson by Louis H. Hammer- 
ling of New York, president of the 
American Association of Foreign Lan- 
guage Newspapers. 

The resolutions set forth that the fail- 
ure of a country to provide means for 
education should not be visited upon 
its people; that the literacy test is not 
a practical method of determining intel- 
ligence; that such a provision would bar 
many worthy parents who come to the 
United States to find educational op- 
portunities for their children: that the 
test would operate against immigrants 
from. farming districts more than 
against any other class, and that, as 
the United States census for 1910 shows, 
immigrants admitted who cannot read 
or write do not remain illiterate here. 

Hammerling addressed the meeting in

Dr. Starkloff Warns Public 
“Against Free and Open Ker- 
= Chewing of Germs. ° 


Sneezing is both vulgar and dan- 
gerous, unless the sneezer puts the 
lid on his sneeze. This is Health 
Commissioner Starkloff’s opinion, ex- 
pressed yesterday, and the lid for 
sneezers is a handkerchief. 

In the latest number of the bulle- 
tin of the Health Department there 
is an article on sneezing in public 
places. Although it was clipped from 
the Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette of 
Detroit, Dr, Starkloff said it was along 
the same lines as one which he once 
wrote for publication and ft bears 
out his belief about the dangers and 
vulgarity of sneezing. 

“Many sneezers in the street cars 
and public places fail to protect their 
faces when they feel a sneeze coming 
oh, They sneeze to the four winds, 
unmindful of its pathogenic effects, 
ana unheeding of the scientific fact 
that in doing so they may spread 
such micro-organisms as the pneu- 
mococcus, meningococcus, stereptococ- 
cus and other cocci germs, to say 
nothing of the bacilli of diphtheria, 
influenza and tuberculosis, 

Dr. Starkloff said one sneeze might 
carry half the length of a street car 
and affect many persons. One who 
fas a cold, he said, should always 
have his handkerchief where it can 
readily be brought into use, and when 
he feels a sneeze coming on he should 
héld the handkerchief in front of his 
fate so as not to inflict his sneeze 
on innocent bystanders or by-strap- 
fiahgers. In other words, a ker-chief 
should go with every ker-chew!

General Manager of United Rail- 
ways in Statement Says Re- 
ceipts Have Fallen Off. 


CALLS SERVICE” BETTER 


$242,866.30 Less in Last Three 
Months in 1914 Than in 
Same Period in 1913. 


. 


general manager of the United Rail- 
ways Co., last night issued a statement 
in which he set forth that there was a 
decrease of passenger traffic in the last} 
three months of 1914, causing an aggre- 
gate loss in revenue compared with the 
same three months of 1913 of $242,866.30 
and showing that on a. basis of car 
mileage the service of the company has 
not decreased in equal proportion to the 
loss of receipts. 

In these three months 5,331,118 fewer 
Lassengers were carried thanin the cor- 
responding thrée months of 1913, the de- 
crease for December amounting to 7.59 
per cent, with a loss of revenue 9.54 
per cent. Up to that time the service 
had been maintained on a basis, which, 
according to the statement, showed an 
actual increase of proportional car 
mileage. But for December, due en- 
tirely to some cars being taken off dur- 
ing the nonrush hours from 9 a. m. to 
4:30 p. m., the car mileage was reduced 
3.58 per cent. The same number of cars 
continued to be run during the rush 
hours from 7.to 9 a. m. and 4:30 to 6:30 


follows: 

“These facts will show that in spite of 
2 continually augmented decrease in 
receipts since the middle of summer, no 
decrease in service, as compared wiih 
last year, was made until the month of 
December, and that up to that time a 
better service was run than at the same 
time last year. Although during the 
month of December the decrease in 
gross receipts was 9.54 per cent as com- 
pared with tr: same month last year. 
and the decrease in total passengers was 
7.59 per cent, the decrease i1 car miles 
operated was only 3.58 per cent. If we 
take into account the last three months 
of 1914 as compared with the same period 
last year, the gross receipts diminished 
7.48 per cent, the total passengers 5.49 
per cent, yet the service over this 
period was improved as compared with 
last year. If delays and irregularity in 
the operation of cars occurred during 
the month of December, they were not 
caused by a decreased service, but were 
due to the unfortunate weather and 
other conditions over which we had no 
control. 

Increase for First Half of Year. 

“During the first half of the year 1914 
business on the lines of the United Rail- 
ways Co. was fairly good, the gross re- 


‘ceipts up to July 1, 1914, having been 


1.55 per cent greater than those of the 
After the 
Ist of July the receipts of cach month 
of 1914, as compared with the same 
month of 1913, began to diminish, gradu- 


ally at first, but with increasing ratio 


until the month of December, when the 
receipts for that month were 9.54 per 
cent less than those for the month of 
December, 1918 This was an alarming 


condition and presented a serious‘ prob- 


lem to the officials of the Railways 
company. They hoped each month that 
the maximum depression had been 
reached and hesitated to disturb a serv- 
ice which, ag testified to by the engi- 
neers of the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, is the best service given 
by any street railway company in the 
United States. 

“Conditions became so serious, how- 
ever, that it became necessary to cur- 
tail the service to some extent, and this 
has been done, although the diminution 
in service is net at all proportionate to 
the diminution. ‘no receipts. 

“During the month of October, 1{14, the 
Passenger receipts were $1,060,455.40, as 
compared with $1,115,679 for the month 
of October, 1913, a decrease for this 
month of $56,223.60, or 4.95 per cent. The 
total number of passengers carried was 
32,509,290, as compared with . 33,531,634, a 
decrease of 1,022,344, or 3.06 per cent. The

“During the month of November, 1914,

Others will 
want to exchange egg# with you, but 
you can tell them that you did not get 


your start that way. 

“Keep your prices up, cull your flock 
well, sell off all off-colored birds, and 
you will soon have a bunch of fowls to 
be proud of, Then run an advertisement 
in some good paper and you will re- 
ceive orders for all the stock and eggs 
you can spare at good prices.” 

The value in thie poultryman’s advice 
lies in the fact that he speaks from ex- 
perience. He knows what he is talking 
about. It is human’ nature to be pains- 
taking with any stock for which one 
has a special liking and interest, at least 
more so than in the case of a collection 
of | moangrelg and nondescripts. 
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alone are desired, the exclusive 
of pullets is all right, but for breeding 
stock keep a few old hens.

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Machines Should Be _ Installed 
Now and Thoroughly Tested 
- Before Actual Operations. 


If there is an incubator to be bought , 


for the coming seagon, it will be a wise 
plan to get it early. Now is the time 
té look after this matter. The machine 
will then be on the plece and ready for 
business when needed. Furthermore, it 
will give more opportunity to test out 
the machine and to become thoroughly 
familiar with it before entrusting it 
with high-priced eggs. 

It is not a good investment to try to 
gave money in buying an incubator— 
that is, a good, standard hatcher will 
not be long in paying for the difference 
in price between it and the second or 
third-grade machine. When one stops 
to consider it, the cost of an incubator 
is really a very small item as compared 
with the cost of the eggs hatched in 
it.. 

Another suggestion for the incubator 
biryer is to get a machine that is large 
enough. A machine holding 0 eggs will 
require practically os much attentior 
ag one holding 360 eggs. Also the larger 
machines cost less in proportion to the 
number of eggs they hold than do the 
smaller ones. Naturally, the needs of 
each poultryman should govern the 


choice of capacity in a machine, but the 


writer knows of a common tendency to 
take an undersized machine and “make 
it -do”’ if it can be had for a few dollars 
less than one holding 2% or WO eggs 
more. Ordinarily a 100 to 150 egg ma- 
chine ought to be about the right size 
for the city or suburban poultryman. 
Where to Put the Incubator. 

For the man who makes poultry mere- 
ly a side line, and has just one incu- 
bator, the best place to run it is in 
an unused room of the house or in the 
cellar. The mistake is frequently made 
of putting the machine in one of the 
rooms that are in use and in which the 
temperature varies materially, due to 
variation in heat from stove or furnace, 
and to the opening and closing of doors 
and windows. The object should be to 
set the machine in a loaction where the 
temperature is as nearly constant as it 
is possible to have it, and where there 
is ventilation. Where a cellar can be 
provided with good ventilation it is al- 
Muslin substi- 
tuted for windows provide a very good 
means of ventilation. 

Before the machine is started, see that 
In new machines there 
is a tendency sometimes for doors to 
stick or drawers and slides to fit rather 

Do not undertake to remedy 
these conditions with a plane, saw or 
other tool. After running for a few

‘Bome poultrymen do not seem able 
to resist the temptation to pile on 
just a few more eggs after the trays 


are comfortably filled. There is noth- 


ing to be gained in doing this and 
it will cause trouble all through the 
hatch. 

‘When the thermometer is hung up 
in the egg chamber the right tem- 
- ‘perature for the first week is 102 
degrees Varenheit, or a trifle over 
the temperature of the first week, 
a fraction greater than this the sec- 
ond week, and about 108 the second 
. Week. Beginning the second day and 
“continuing until. the eighteenth day, 
the eggs should be turned twice a 
day There should also be about 20 
minutes of airing of the eggs every 
aay during this same period. After 
the eigifteenth day the machine 
should not be opened, although many 
operators find it & good plan to 
wring out a woolen cloth in warm 
water and lay it over the eggs the 
twentieth day. 

Westing out the eggs may begin 
about the fifth day. All eggs show- 
ing clear then are unfertile and 
should be removed. If there are any 
doubtful ones they may be left a 
@ay or two longer and then tested 
again. Another testing should follow 
about a week before the end of the 
hatch. A clean lamp and well-trimmed 
wick have a great deal to do with 
keeping the temperature uniform.

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Charcoal an Important 
Element in Flock Feed 


Fed in Form of Burnt Corn, Acts to 
Promote the General Health 
of Fowls. * 

Letting the flock have access to char- 
coal in some form is of more benefit 
than many poultrymen ‘realize. It has 
a beneficial effect on the digestion of 
fowls, many breeders holding the opin- 
ion that the charcoal absorbs injurious 
gases that may form. It is known to be 
especially good as a purifier and helps 
to tone up the system. If ordinary good 
charcoal is available, it should be brok- 
en up to a size that will be easy for the 
birds to pick up. Some poultrymen 
crush it up and feed it in a dry grain 
mash. 

Perhaps the best way to give the fowls 
charcoal is in the form of burnt corn. 
This may be done by putting the ear 
corn in an oven and keeping it there un- 
til it is roasted to a crisp black. When 
cool, let the birds pick the corn off the 
cob. It will save corn, however, if it 
is first shelled. 

Put the kernels in a pan and place 
them in the oven, and stir frequently 
until the grains are black. Birds not ac- 
customed to corn treated this way will 
not eat it readily at first, but they soon 
learn to like it and will then fight for 
the last kernel. Some authorities declare 
burnt corn has no equal as a health pro- 
moter for poultry. 


Close Housing Brings 
Many Ills to Fowls 


Roost in Tree-Top in Freezing 
Weather Better Than Drafty 
or Stifling Quarters. 


When colds, roup and similar ailments 
break out in a flock during the winter, 
the average poultry keeper blames the 
cold weather. But in nine cases out of 
ten this is not the direct cause. If a 
close investigation of such cases were 
made it would be found that in nearly 
every instance too close to housing of a 
drafty condition of the house are to 
blame. While there must be cold weath- 
er to bring about these causes, the cold 
in itself is not responsible. A hen may 
roost In a tree in freezing weather and 
be none the worse off for it so far as 
health is concerned. But let her roost 
in a henhouse in front of a crack or 
knothole in the wall, and, sooner or late, 
her breathing apparatus will bé out of 
order. 

The other extreme is that because it 
is cold out-of-doors, no ventilation is 
needed in the poultry house. There is 
@ parallel to this belief in the case of 
those human beings who will not sleep 
in a room in which there is an open 
window, for fear of catching cold. They 
believe there is something deadly about 
the “night air,” as it is frequently 
called. Too close housing simply means 
that the oxygen becomes exhausted and 
its place is taken by poisonous carbon 
dioxide. 

In sufficient proportion, the latter will 
affect the lungs very seriously. From 
this Bteamy, impure air the birds are 
turned out into the cold, open atmos- 
phere, and that is where the trouble 
begins. 

It would be better to have the whole: 
side of a poultry house out than to have 
a drafty crack in it, or to have it closed 
up so tight that no fresh air could gct 
In. @his statement is proved by the 
universal success of the open-front poul- 
try house, There is a vast difference 
between the proper kind of ventilation 
and drafts, but many poultrymen can- 
not realize it. It is a simple matter to 
provide ventilation of the kind. If there 
is no curtain front in the house, remove 
@ window sash or provide another open- 
ing, preferably on an exposed side, and 
cover it with muslin held down around 
the edges with strips nailed on securely.

Pip and Feeding Rations. 

Aré you supposed to see through a 
chicken’s nostrils as with ducks? How 
can you tell if a hen has the pip? Is 
the following ration suitable for ducks, 
equal parts corn meal, wheat bran and 
a little beef scrap? How is the follow- 
ing for chickens, equal parts of corn 
meal and bran and a little corn and 
wheat in the morning and corn and 
wheat at night? How much should be 
given to eight hens and four ducks?— 
A. 8., St. Louis. 

No, you cannot see through the chick- 
en’s nostrils. I take no stock in the 
pip. I never saw a case. I think it is 
one of the chicken superstitions. I have 
known a poultry raiser to pull off the 
natural, hard covering from the tongue 
of every one of his birds, thinking they 
had the pip. I shouldn’t worry about 
the pip. I believe your duck ration is 
not quite the best. I have recommend- 
ed the following in these columns: 
per cent by measure of corn, 15 per cent 
wheat bran, 15 per cent green foods, 
cooked vegetables, such as potatoes, tur- 
nips, etce., 12 per cent beef scraps, 8 
per cent coarse sand or grit. Mix with 
water to a dry crumbly state and feed 
twice a day. Your poultry ration is not 
bad. I should myself cut out the corn 
meal, except for an Occasional meal, 
feed the corn in the evening only, and 
feed some oats as well as corn and 
wheat. You should feed some meat and 
green stuff at least twice a week. The 
amount depends upon the size of the 
fowls somewhat. In general a quart of 
wheat or corn is a fair meal for a 
dozén fowls. Ducks of the larger va- 
rieties eat somewhat more than chick- 
ens, , 


Canker. 

I have a pullet that has yellow sores 
on the inside of the mouth and it can- 
not eat. I do not know how to treat 
it. The others are not affected. Can 
you advise me?—T, T. R., St. Louis. 

This is a case of canker. Treatment 
is not always successful. In a Case as 
bad as this, the bird not being able to 
eat, I should kill the féwl unless it were 
especially valuable. Scrape off the white 
or yellow substance and apply a sat- 
urated solution of permanganate of 
potash. Apply thoroughly to the affect- 
ed parts. Also hold the head of the 
fowl for a moment in the solution. Re- 
peat twice daily. Some of the proprie- 
tary or advertised remedies are also 
good. 


G. M, H., St. Louis —I do not remem- 


ber the article you refer to and cannot 
tell you where you can sell droppings. 


Mark the hens that are doing the best 
laying now, and when the hatching sea- 
son comes, use the eggs from these best 
winter layers. This will intensify the 
winter laying habit in the offspring.

microscope), which are formed from the hemoglobin, or 
coloring matter, of the blood. The science of inter- 
preting the blood crystals is called hemoglobin crystal- 
lography, and has been developed within the last few 
years by Amos Peaslee Brown and 
Edward Tyson Reichert of the faculty 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 
Their work was done under the aus- 
pices of the Carnegie Institute at 
Washington, D. C. 

This final test has been challenged 
by Mrs. I.ittle herself, who has offered 
to supply examples of her blood in the 
hope that its crystals will answer for- 
ever the question as to whether she is 
io be classifed as a white woman or 
is to be driven as an exile across that 
forbidding frontier called the color line. 


After examining, measuring and 
recording the crystals formed from the 
blood of more than 100 different ani- 
mals, birds and reptiles, Brown and 
Reichert found that the crystal of the 
white human being differs from those 
of all other creatures in that the 
angles between its planes are per- 
fect right angles. The crystal itself 
is shaped like a lath, and a number 
of them usually combine to form a 
rectangular plane. ) 

Significantly enough. the crystals 
of a baboon’s blood were found to be 
extremely similar in form and size, 
but with the important exception that 
the angles of the adjacent 
planes are slightly more ob- 
tuse or more acute than 
right angles. Moreover, the 
baboon crystals do not com- 
bine lengthwise, like those 
of a man, but in criss-cross 
fashion, so that three of 
them join to make a sort 
of six-pointed star. The 
scientists were astonished 
to discover the singular 
fact that the crystals of 3 
bat, that anomalous winged 
mammal, closely resemble 
those of a baboon. 

Experiments undertaken 
tentatively seemed to show 
that the crystals of a negro’s 
blood, though without cross 
combination, lean towards .~ 
the formation of those of 
the baboon and bat—that is, 
that the angles incline to be 
faulty, taking 90 degrees as 
a standard of human crys- 
tallographic symmetry. The

To determine such minute variations of angles the 
petrographical microscope is employed in laboratories. 
Without touching the unstable and fragile blood crystals, 
it measures their angles to the remotest fraction of a 
degree. 

How this fascinating new science of blood crystal- 
lography came to be invoked to help a woman establish 
her racial status is a strange story. Both accounts, 
those of Mrs. Little and her husband, agree that in 1909 
Alma Boone, then 17 years old, was living with a white 
family in Seattle. There she met Artbur Little, a 
druggist. Four years later, in June, 1915, they were 
married in Detroit. 

The interference of relatives caused misunderstand- 
ings between the couple. Mrs. Little and her father- 
in-law could not get along together, she declaring that 
he was old and irritable. The discord between husband 
and wife grew more bitter after a visit paid to their 
home by one of Little's sisters. After she departed, 
Mrs. Little says, her husband became cruel and neg- 
‘Jectful in his treatment of her, and nothing she could 
do would please him. 

One morning an attorney named John Crandall Jr., 
who had often been entertained at the Little home, 
called upon Mrs. Little and told her that her husband 


wished a divorce. She asserts that Crandall offered 


her $50 and then $100 to leave Detroit, so that Crandall 
could obtain a decree on the ground of desertion. She 
refused and consulted her own lawyer. Soon afterwards 
she filed a petition for separation, with alimony, al- 
leging cruelty. 

Little knew that his wife’s girlhood home was Cin- 
einnati, as she had paid visits there since her mar- 
riage, on which, however, he did not accompany her. 


mother, Mrs. Luelia Jeffer- 
son of 639 Cutter street, was a mulatto, who lived as 
a negro and associated with negroes. 

By a trick, as Mrs. Little asserts, Crandall obtained 
an affidavit from the mulatto woman to the effect that 
Mrs. Little was her own daughter. Crandall is said to 
have told Mrs. Jefferson that hen first husband had 
died in Denver and left $40,000 to be divided among 
her and her children. The affidavit, he told her, was 
necessary to establish their identity as the rightful 
heirs. The attorney also obtained a photograph of 
each of Mrs. Jefferson’s children, including one of Mrs: 
Little, and persuaded her to write their names on the 
Seek. : 

With the affidavit and photographs, the attorney 
hastened back to Detroit and filed a divorce cross-bill, 
alleging as a ground that Mrs. Little was ef negro 
parentage. This charge fell like a bomb among the 
friends of the Little household. 

The news of the suit reached Mrs. Little while she 
was spending the Christmas holidavs with friends in 
Canada. She took the first train from Cincinnati and 
induced Mrs. Jefferson to make affidavit that she was 
merely Mrs. Little’s foster mother, and that her real 
parents were white. In the home of the negro woman, 
the affidavit asserts, the little girl received all the ad- 
vantages of a child of .white parentage, even to being 
kept in the company of white children. 

The mulatto woman asserted that she wrongfully, 
but out of love, placed Mrs. Little’s name among those 
of her own children in Crandall’s affidavit so that her 
foster-daughter might share in their good fortune. 

Mrs. Little’s story of her life; corroborated by Mrs. 
Jefferson, is as follows: 

“My father was George Boone, a mining stock bro’er 
in Denver. My mother, before her. marriage, was Miss 
Frances Wayland. Both were from Mississippi, and

“Since this attack has been made on my standing 
as a white woman, I have received a number of letters 
from persons in Denver and Mississippi stating that mv 
parents were Caucasians, and that they would be eager 
to come forward and help prove my purity of race. 

“Alexander Mevers, a Denver jeweler, was good 
enough to come all the way to Detroit to make affidavit 
that my parents were white. -Another man in ‘Denver 
writes me that his parents and mine were close friends, 
and that he called them uncle and aunt and me Cousin 
Alma. ‘ 

“T also expect to receive in a few days the family 
Bibles of the Boores and Waylands in Mississippi, 
which will show who my parents were.” 

Mrs. Little wrote to Chief of Police O’Neil of Denver 
as’ ine for copies of her birth record and of th? death 
certificates of her father and mother. To her disap- 
pointment, he replied that-all the records for the years 
1884, 1885 and 1885 had been destroyed in a fire. 
~Thus the evidence stands. Mrs. Jefferson has ex- 
ecuted two affidavits, one naming Mrs. Little as her 
own daughter and another declaring her a foster child. 
Mrs. Little. admits that she never revealed her rela- 
tions with Mrs. Jefferson to her husband. A number of 
persons have expressed their willingness to testify that 
to their best knowledge and belief, Mrs. Little’s parents 
were white. 

In this rather confused situation, Mrs. Little, while: 
certain that she can obtain a legal declaration that she 
is of pure Caucasian descent, is anxious to obtain a 
final and clean bill of health as to her race, and for 
that purpose has appealed to the. new science of blood 
crystallography. 

To what exactitude this science, while still in its in- 
fancy, has attained is shown by an experiment made by 
Prof. Reichert. Drops of blood, labeled 1. 2, 3 and 4, 
were sent to him. By examining the crystals formed he 
was able to announce correctly that they came re- 
spectively from a white rat, a brown rat, a black rat - 
and a gray rat. 

Ancther phyéiologist crystallized the hemoglobin of 
dogs from all corners of the world: There were the hair- 
less dogs of Mexico, the “husky” of Alaska, the St. 
Bernard of the Alps, the Australian dog, the Siberian 
hound and the pampered lapdog of milady. 

As if guided by a fairy wand, the miscroscopic mole- 
cules unerringly marshalled themselves into minute 
erystals, all of which, whether the spe-imen came from 
the Antipodes or the Yu'on, showed the elongated 
prisms with triangular cross-section which are peculiar 
to the deg and different from the blood crystals of all 
other animals. The identity of the canine species. 
though spread all over the world and varied by en- 
vironment into a hundred sizes, coats and dispositions, 
was written legibly and infallibly in tbe language of its 
blood. 

The crystals are prepared by treating blood clots 
vith chemicals of various functions and then dissolv- 
fing them in water. At certain temperatures, frequently 
that of freezing water, tiny red crystals appear, some- 
what similar in appearance to the delicate filaments 
of ice which the first cold of winter spreads over the 
surface of a pond. 

Placed on glass slides, the crystals are studied with 
the spectroscope, which reveals their chemical compo- 
sition: with the petrographical microscope, which meas- 
ures their angles, and with the polariscope, which de« 
termines their opiical properties.

The 
cold steel of science has prodded us in this extremely painful 
manner. A regular man has imparted the sad truth—im- 
parted it, too, in a heartless, feelingless manner that causes 
suspicion he is enjoying a quiet gloat over our misfortune. 
The traitor to our clan is Dr. Woods Hutchinson, clinical pro- 
fessor at the New York Polytechnic, anatomist, lecturer and 
_ Medical writer par excellence. He tells us all about it in his 

new book, “Civilization and Health” (Houghton-Mifflin). - 

He informs us that our chief superiority to woman is in 
the senses—not in sense. We see more clearly, hear better, 
have a more delicate touch; our nose is more sensitive to odors 
and our palate can catch more gustatory delights; but outside 
of this we haven't much to boast of when we get right down 
to facts and ratios. As for determination, stamina and brain- 
weight in proportion to body weight, we have scarcely a look- 
in.

, Even science has been badly mistaken about women, the writer confesses. Up 
to 50 years ago, scientists were generally agreed that woman was the inferior sex, 
mentally and cérebrally. For one thing her brain was lighter and showed fewer 
convolutions than man. 

Both hypotheses fell when it was demonstrated that in proportion to the weight 
of her body woman’s brain was as heavy or heavier than man’s and that the 

number of convolutions was not an index of mental power. 


This last was a sad blow to theorists. It was found that the 
dull, mentally weak Eskimos has the “richest and wriggliest” 
of these wrinkles. While the brains of many great thinkers were 
tortuous mazes of convolutions, the brains of other equally 
great thinkers were comparatively smooth. The theory now 
is, in the words of Dr. Hutchinson, “that the intellectual power 
of the brain depends not so much on its bulk or the acreage of 
its gray matters as on the way in which its different parts are 
linked together by connecting fibers for team work, so to speak, 
and on the complexity of its internal organization.” 

Vital statistics carefully compiled show, according to Hvtch- 
inson, that the death rate and disease rate are higher among 
women in domestic service than among those in any other oc- 
cupation.

The one verdict of science which seems to have been 
sustained, says the author, is that man has the greater 
power of continuous concentration. The doctor denies, 
however, that woman is less persistent than man. To’ 
the contrary, he believes that “when a man and woman 
deliberately set out to get his or her own way about 
a particular point, it is the woman who will get.it at 
least eight times out of ten.” . 

It is undoubtedly true that woman is fatigued more 
easily than man. This, Dr. Hutchinson thinks, is to her 
decided advantage. Fatigue is simply the poisoning of 
one’s body by the cinders of burned up energy. What 
happens when one rests is that his body manufactures 
antitoxins to drive out these poisons. Man will work 
longer before the feeling of fatigue will cross his 
“threshold of consciousness,’’ but he will have to rest 
longer. 

In other words, a moment’s pause for a cup of tea, 
a brief nap or a “whirl at the piano,” will make a wom- 
an fit to go on with the work, while a man will need 
greater time. Averaged, the woman’s time of actual 
work will amount to as much as the man’s and she will! 
be in better condition than he when it is all ‘over. 

“Wherever records are accurately kept,” is the de- 
duction, “though woman is physically smaller, weaker 
and less aggressive than man, has a less vigorous di-

HE names of Andrew 
Johnson and David 
Israels are linked as 


those of the two Presi- & 

dents of the United States who #% 
have been impeached. Fate 
could not have selected for the 
same dubious distinction two 
men whose characters were 
more dissimilar, or two politi- 
cians whose careers were in 
greater contrast. 

Johnson not only was humbly 
born, but he was raised in such 
sordid poverty that it was left 
to his wife to teach him to write 
and to cipher; and while he un- 
doubtedly showed a_ certain . 
strength in clinging to his ideas ~ 
of right and justice, he was ~ 
coarse and intemperate in his 
personal habits and frequently 
indiscreet, not to say violent, in 
speech. 

David Israels was the product 
of several generations of wealth and culture. His ap- 
pearance, was as distinguished as his bearing was 
courtly; he habitually expressed elevated thoughts in 
a low voice, gad his personal habits were abstemious 
to the point of heing austere. A lawyer by profession 
and a publicist by avo-eation before he became a politi- 
cian by calling, he was an accomplished amateur musi- 
cian and a connoisseur and patron of the arts in general. 

Only by this religious devotion to the cause of mana- 
kind, with its accompanying zeal for righteousness in 
general, can we account, it Seems to me, for the suc- 
cess in politics made by this man who may be ‘sail 
to have been handicapped not only by the widespread 
prejudice against his race, but by the fact that he was. 
the possessor of an inherited fortune of many millions. 
When Mr. Israels was elected Governor of New York, 
an active party worker, after denouncing him to me 


for his lack of accessibility to the “boys,” finished by 


saying: - 

“However, Mack, we must give the Governor credit 
for one thing—that is, he is the _ campaigner the 
party has ever had.” 

“How do you suppose he does it?” I asked, with real 
curiosity. 

“Well, I dunno,” was the reply, “except that when he 
speaks he somehow always gives people the idea that 
he is on the level.” 

Was it not strange that this man, whose political 
strength always had been drawn from the people should 
have awakened one morning to find that the people 
had turned on him in clamor for his political destruc- 
tion? Moreover, was it not the irony of fate that he 
who was one of the warmest advocates of peace among 
the nations should have been destined to encounter in 
the middle of his term as President, the sudden un- 
chaining among the American people of all those fear- 
ful passions that can find their satisfaction only in 
war? 

Lét me, his secretary throughout his public career, 
whom he honored with his confidence, now throw what 
light I can on the position that President Israels took 
at the very beginning of the imbroglio~between this 
country and Germany, and to which he persistently 
clung even after the unfortunate killing of those Ameri- 
can sailors had loosed the fateful lightnings of a pow- 


erful nation’s wrath. 


‘He had reasoned not unnaturally that the ruling bodies 
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the Governments clearly were justifiable in the 
sense that these Governments might be ex- 
pected cordially to welcome the disinterested 
help of a court of justice in settling questions 


that they, in all good faith, could not settle 


unaided. 

Taking this position, though it involved the immedi- 
ate resignation of. his Secretary of State, President Is- 
raels vigorously asserted in dispatch after’ dispatch 
to Berlin that the only necessity for war that could 
arise would be as the Governments permitted them- 
selves to be carried away by unthinking popular clamor. 
With the able assistance of the German Ambassador, 
to whom all praise is due for his tactful course through- 
cut, the President undoubtedly made a deep impression 
on the German Government from the start, and there 
is reason to believe that the war clouds could have been 
dispelled in short order if the President only could 
have induced Berlin to stand firm in refraining from 
war preparations. 

But, as everyone knows, when there came from our 
press and public that tremendous explosion of wrath 
over the killing of our sailors through the stupidity of 
that German Captain, and this explosion set off all 
the powder magazines in Germany, the Berlin Govern- 
ment yielded to the uproar, and with all its splendid 
efficiency set about organizing offensive and cefensive 
fleets, mobilizing its troops and withdrawing the great 
liners for service as transports.

ITH what speed ran the wheels of the history 

mill during the next four weeks! To the 

rage of the people against Germany was 

added a panic of hysterical proportions when 

the resignations of Mr. Ashby, the Secretary of War, 

and Mr. Linton, the Secretary’ of the Navy, confirmed 

beyond peradventure that the President was refusing to 

let a finger be lifted by way of preparing for the de- 

fense of the country against the armada and legions that 

Germany then was assembling. If some of the warmest 

supporters of the President were aghast, it is no wonder 

that from other people, in Comgress and out, came a 
fury of denunciation that was appalling. 

In the House of Representatives members of the ma- 
jority as well as of the minority party made haste to 
prepare resolutions looking to the President’s impeach- 
ment. Only two or three of the President’s friends 
had the courage to say a word on his behalf, and the 
best that the cooler heads could do was to set forth the 
precedent established in the case of Andrew Johnson 
and arrange for the passage of the resolution authoriz- 
ing the Judiciary Committee “to inquire.into the offi- 
cfal conduct of David Israels, President of the United 
States, " and report “whether he was guilty of acts

designed to overthrow or subvert the Government of 
the United States.” 

Representatives and Senators visited the White House 
in a practically continuous stream, and along with them 
came the politicians and other men who hastened to 
Washington from all over the country. All that many 
of these men wanted to know was what in blazes the 
President was trying to do to the party? Apart from 
other considerations, the Senators and Representatives 
of course were. concerned by the fact that, in refusing 
to make the army and navy ready for active service, 
the President was effectually blocking a declaration of 
war by Congress, should, in the judgment of Congress, 


.such-a declaration be necessary. 


With all those Senators and Representatives who 
sincerely desired to understand his position, the Presi- 
dent patiently went over his negotiations with Berlin 
in their entirety, and emphasized the fact that in all 
the communications he had received from Berlin there 
was not a single statement which made it unreasonable 
to believe that if the American press and public would 
cease from their threats of war the German Govern- 
ment would make ample reparation for the killing of 
our sailors, and at least consent to refer the whole dis- 
pute over territory to The Hague. 

As for Germany’s war preparations, the President 
showed that he had taken no official notice of them, 
even while he had instructed our Ambassador in Berlin 
to take advantage of every unofficial opportunity to 
make it understood that Washington considered it 
the height of absurdity to prepare for a war that was 
not going to take piace. What the President considered 
evident was that the noncommital nature of most of the 
communications he had received from Berlin could be 
attributed to the failure of the American- Peon to 
support him. 

There, in fact, was the nub of the whole matter. If 


.the Senators and Representatives would hold up his 


hands and keep their heads until the passions of the 
people had a ¢hance to cool, the dispute could be brought 
to a conclusion honorable to both nations alike. And 
the President invariably closed these talks with words 
to this effect: 

“You should clearly understand that the German 
Government began war preparations only because the 
passions of the German people had been inflamed by 
the lack of restraint of our own press and public. Let 
us now answer back with like preparations for war, 
and the war will surely come—a war that, because of 
its entire needlessness, will forever’ be a disgrace to 
our common humanity. As it is, we have given these 
Germans pause. Why not let the pause continue?’ 

In saying that he had given the German Government 
pause, the President was well within the truth. And he 
gave pause, not only to Berlin, but to all the conscien- 
tious Senators and Representatives who came to see 
him. Certainly the members of the House Judiciary 
Committee, charged with the duty of reporting on his 
acts, were, in the main, the most perplexed set of men 
I ever saw. On the one hand, they could not fail to 
come under the President’s spell when they talked 
with him. And, on the other hand, there was public, 
press, yes, and pulpit, thurdering against him as a 
eustggere tide 097s aucaiacer, a wild-eyed fanatic, a head 
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3 strong lunatic, a sniveling, sneaking, hypocritical cow- 
: ard, a double-dyed villian of a traitor and a man with- 
t a country. - 
tet me -not fail to give credit to the men and women 
who, here and there, all over the land, were able to 
see the deep purpose in the President’s course, and who 
* had the courage to proclaim from pulpit, platform and 
‘editorial page their faith in him. Together with the 
Socialists, who, as a party, were firmly opposed to the 
war, and with the thousands who were led to support 


the President because of ties of blood with the Father- 


land, they made a goodly company; but amid the ter- 
rific din created by the millions who clamored for 
vengeance, how pitifully faint their voices sounded to 
the lonely man in the White House! 

Probably the worst thing that the President had to 
bear was his knowledge of the race hatred which was 
stirred up as one of the results of the stand he took. 
I suppose it was quite natural that the men who had 
opposed bim as a Hebrew during his presidential cam- 
paign should now come out of their holes and shriek 
that lack of patriotism and any stomach for fight was 
only what was to be expected of him, but when the news 
reached the President that some of the poor and lonely 
of his race had been mobbed in the streets of his native 
city, it seemed to me that he became several years 
older. : 

I have read of a ship that during a cyclone at sea was 
able to escape destruction because it rested in the 
eyclone’s center, which is always a calm spot; and 
it appears that from this secure vantage point the men 
‘on the ship could look out upon the storm in perfect 
peace and serenity. I think that during the stormy 
. days of which I am writing the President was able 
to keep up because he found such a calm spot as this 
when he went to his rooms at night. I judge this from 
the fact that as I passed through this “White House 
corridor in the quiet of night I often heard coming from 
the piano in the President’s sitting room 
such beautiful AS psa that I was com- 
pelled to pause, entranced. Sometimes 
T was able to recognize one of those lovely 
slow movements of Beethoven’s that 
- sound like prayers. And once I recog- 

‘nized a Mozart rondo that always has 
affected me as might. the earnest speech 
of a pure-hearted little boy. But for the 
most part the music seemed to be the im- 
provisations of a soul groping in the dark - 
for its Maker, now losing him, now pas- — 
sionately pleading for Him, but now find- 
ing him, and coming into quiet com- 
munion with him. And I also heard 
coming from that room at night strange 
words in the Hebrew tongue which, 
though I could not understand them, 
filled me with an awesome sense of sol- 
emn and majestic beauty.

LL might have gone well with the 
President’s plan of letting the ~ 
people become gradually calmer 
through pure exhaustion, had it 

not been for the necessity he was under 
of sending that fleet to the Mediterranean 
to participate in the celebration of the 
birth of the Turkish republic. 

To say the least, it was very unfortu- 
nate for the President that the time ar- 
ranged for the sailing of the fleet should 
eome at this critical period. 

_ -Gonsider the _ position 
7 ent was placed. The participation 

of-our fleet in the Turkish celebration had 
_ been arranged long before our trouble with Germany 
“eame to a head. All the world knew when this 
- fleet must leave our coast, if it were going to Turkey 
at all. Suppose, then, that the President had or- 
‘dered this fleet to remain at home, what would have 
become of his fine - pretense that the American 
Government believed so strongly in the sense of justice, 

good faith and magnanimity of the German Govern- 
ment that it saw no reason whatever for making any 
preparations for war? It should be evident that you 
cannot. appeal to your opponents higher nature with a 
hand on your pistol pocket. 

However, I must confess that even I did not see at 
- the time how the President possibly could let that fleet 
. ef our most powerful ships leave the coast. There those 
battleships and cruisers lay in the Hudson, a magnifi- 
»cent line of grim monsters stretching from Seventy- 
_seeond street far to the north of Grant’s tomb. Crowds 
flocked to the riverside to view the comforting spectacle 
they presented, and probably not a man in those throngs 
could find it in his heart to believe that the President 
actually would send them to the Mediterranean. 

I shall not soon forget the day when the President 
gave the definite order for the fleet to sail. His ap- 
pearance to me was disquieting by reason of its very 
quiet. There was a scene when honest old Admiral 
Black came over from the Navigation Bureau along 
~-with Mr. Oakland, the acting Secretary, and, apart from 
any question as“to what governed the giving of the 
order, it is reasonably open to debate whether the car- 
rying out of the order paid the greatef tribute to the 
character of the President or to the discipline of the 
. Bavy. 

‘Be that as it may, the mighty fleet in the Hudson 
weighed anchor and, while the American people gasped 
in their amazement and all the world wondered, slowly 

steamed out to sea. 

And then thé deluge—not after us, but very’ much 
with us. The world may have continued to wonder, 
‘ but the American people did not continue any such 
inarticulate performance as that of gasping. 

Cong*ess gracefully bowed 'to the storm. It now seems 
incredihle that so many events could have been pac’ed 
within so few days, but with the people shouting as 
with one voice: “Oust the fanatic, quick, and bring back 
. ‘the fleet!” the machinery of Congress was accelerated 
as it never was before. 

- Meeting in all haste, the House Judiciary Commit- 
teé presented a majority report recommending the pas- 
gage of a resolution that David Israels, President of 
ont United States, be impeached for high crimes and 
mennere The resolution went through with a 
“gush, the only real opposition coming from the So- 
oe be lis Following this, two committees at once were 

named, one to inform the Senate of the action of the 

“ — and the ‘other: ‘to prepare articles of impeach-

ment. And then, for the second time in the history ef 
the United States, two men appeared before the Senate 
and in the name of the House of Representatives and 
all the people of the United States formally accused 
the President of criminal acts, promising -to exhibit 
articles in due time, and demanding that the Senate take 
order for the appearance of the accused. 

Now, the Constitution of the United States provides 
that ‘‘the President, Vice-President and all civil officers 
of the United States shall removed from office on 
impeachment for, and conviction of, treason, bribery, 
or other high crime and misdemeanors.” | Some of the 
hotheads wanted President Israels impeached for 
treason, but this proposal was rejected by the majority 
of the House Judiciary Committee, inasmuch as the 
framers of the Constitution had taken the trouble to 
write into that document that “treason against the 
United States shall consist only in levying war against 
them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid 
and comfort,’ and to provide that “no person shall be 
convicted of treason unless on the testimony of two 
witnesses to the same overt act, or on confession in open 
court.” It is true that on the floor of the House many 
warmly, if loosely, contended that the Germans now 
were our enemies and that the President was giving 
them all the comfort he could; but this contention was 
ignored by the leaders, if for no other reason than that 
a much simpler way of getting rid of the President was 
provided by the fact that there was nothing in the 
Constitution that defined what was meant by “other 
high crimes and misdemeanors.” 

And the «<ommittee that drew up the articles of im- 
peachment in this case certainly wasted no time in 
arguing about what is a high crime or misdemeanor 
within the meaning of the Constitution. It took for 
its inspiration the conveniently broad definition laid 
down bv the managers of the impeachment of Presi- 
dent Jobnson, and let it go at that. It will he remem-

bered that this definition was that .mpeachabie 
high crime or misdemeanor is ‘‘one in its nature or 
consequences subversive of some fundamental or 
essential principle of government, or highly prejudi- 
cial to the public interest; and this may consist of a 
violation of the Constitution, of law, of an official oath, 
or of duty, by an act committed or omitted, or, without 
violating’ a positive law, by the abuse of discretionary 
powers, from improper motives, or for any improper 
purpose.” ; 

With all this room to rattle around in, the commit- 
tee had no difficulty in making out a good case against 
the President, based on his refusal to prepare the coun- 
try for defense against threatened invasion and on his 
act in ordering the nation’s most powerful fleet to a 
part of the world where it could be of no possible serv- 
ice in defending the nation. So easy, in fact, did this 
committee find is task that, whereas the articles ex- 
hibited against poor old “Andy” Johnson were indeii- 
nite in the extreme, the articles exhibited against David 
Israels could be and were made simple and direct. 

Upon these articles being adopted by the House, man- 
agers of the impeachment were elected by ballot, and 
a@ Message was sent to the Senate communicating that 
fact. In the meantime, of course, the Senate committee 
named for that purpose had arranged all the prelimi- 
naries of the trial, and upon the receipt of the mes- 
sage from the House that all was ready for the exhibi- 
tion of the articles of. impeachment, a Senate committee 
was named to wait upon the Chief Justice of the United 
State Supreme Court and conduct him to the chair.

WISH to say here that it is not true that at any 
] stage the President’s lawyers refused to assent to 

his purpose of. appearing before the Senate to answer 

in person. The whole argument was as to the 
need of his preparing his answer in advance, so that 
his counsel could go over it with him. Yes, that speech 
was delivered without any preparation worthy of the 
name. Perhaps when the President went to his rooms 
on the night before the day of his appearance in the 
Senate chamber he roughly blocked out his speech in 


‘his mind; it so, that was the full extent of his prepera- 


tion.

When the President, his aids and myself got into the 
carriage to drive to the Capitol, I was ready for any- 
thing. It is not pleasant to drive through long lines 
of contemptuous and hostile faces, with the fear that 
from these throngs at any moment might come some- 
thing more substantial than shouts of derision. Of 
course, we had tried to keep secret the fact that the 
President- would go to the Capitol, but it leaked out 
at the last moment, and the crowds gathered with a 
rapidity that spoke acted too eloquently of the popular 
excitement, 

For their. efficient handling of the crowds 1 must 
praise the mounted police who escorted us and those 
who, both on horse and afoot, securely guarded our 
route. “And the alertness of the secret service men 
who swarmed among the crowds all the way up to 
the Capitol was demonstrated by the speed with which 
they seized the miscreants who perpetrated the out- 
rage that later caused one of my facetious newspaper 
friends to remark: “The world sure is advancing; it 
no longer crucifies its benefactors or hands them the 
hemlock—it soaks them with rotten apples.” I remem- 
ber that at the time I could have wished that the Pres- 
ident had been blown into eternity with a bomb rather 
than that he should have been compelled to suffer this 
indignity; but now I believe that it was all for the 
best. 

_As one Senator put it, you did not know whether to 
Jaugh or to cry when on this day the sergeant-at- 
arms called: “David Israels, President of the United 
States: David Israels, President of the United States, 
appear and answer the articles of impeachment ex- 
hibited against you by the House of Representatives of 
the United States”—and into that packed and excited 
chamber walked that proud man with his clothing be- 
smeared with the filth of the gutter. 

Yet emotions far removed from either bathos or pathos 
quickly followed as he self-containedly stood there in 

the presence of all the representatives of 
the American people—his accusers and 
his judges—and with the representatives 
of all the Powers of the world looking 
down from the thronged galleries, which 
were made brilliant not only by the 
diplomatic uniforms, but by the colors 
of many a fashionable woman’s gown. 
Perhaps the cessation of the murmur- 
ings was due only to a sudden realization 
of the fact that for the first time in his- 
tory a President of the United States 
was to appeal in person to the representa- 
tives of the people; but I think the hush 
that fell upon the throng was to be ex- 
plained, at least in part, by something 
that came from the man himself. And 
when, the impressive preliminary formal- 
ities over, he came to make his answer 


to the charges that he had been false to’ 


his oath of office, who can doubt that 
the effect of what he said was heightened 
by the fact that he bore on his person a 
visible symbol of the foul indignities 
that his fellow citizens had been heap- 
ing upon him through many long weeks? 
HERE is need here only of my 
directing attention to some of 
the salient features of this 
speech, which undoubtedly will 
rank among the greatest of our historical 
documents. That at the beginning it 
was keyed very low undoubtedly helped 
the President to capture at once the ab- 
sorbed attention of his audience. 

He made the point at the start that 
the Constitution, in assigning to the 
Senate the duty of deciding whether civil officers were 
guilty of acts that made necessary their removal, had, 
so far as this duty was concerned, vested each of the 
Senators with the high and holy office of a judge. In 
other words, when the Senators entered upon their 
duty, they ceased to be representatives of the people. 
“I,” said the President, “stand before you impeached 
by the House of Representatives in the name of all the 
people of the United States. Thus I am the defendant 
in a case in which the people are the complainants; and, 
Senators, it is no more your duty to please the people 
by your decision than it is your duty to please me. You 
are not the agent of either party; your sole duty is te 
decide the question between the people and me in ac 

cordance with the requirements of law and justice.” 

The case, the Presidept said, was extremely simpie. 
There would be no need of calling witnesses to prove 
that he had refrained from taking any measures to 
prepare the country for war and that he had ordered the 
North Atlantic fleet to Turkey. The question was, were 
these actions in the nature of high crimes or misde- 
meanors within the meaning of the Constitution? 

The President believed that the framérs of the Con- 
stitution had shown wisdom in refraining from specify- 
ing the high crimes and misdemeanors upon conviction 
of which a civil officer might be removed; for in this 
way they had left the door wide open for the removal of 
any President who might so far cease to represent the 
people as to imperil any of the objects for which the 
Constitution was framed. Now, what was the duty of 
a representative of the people. , 


“As I understand it,” said the President, “the duty 


of a representative of the people is te feel out what" 


is best in the people he represents ané@ let that be the 
guide of his actions. If, when he has established to his 
satisfaction what is demanded in any given case by that 
which is best in his people, he finds that his own con- 
ception of what should be done is not in accord with 
this demand, he nevertheless should proceed to execute 
it to the best of his ability, even though he be con- 
vinced that his own conception of what should be done 
is the higher. Either this, or he should resign his office 
forthwith.” - 

However, it was just as important for the representa- 
tive to be assured that any given demand came from 
what was best in his people as a whole as it was for him 
to be ready to execute the demand when he had this as- 
surance. And this brought the President to the fact 
that the people of the United States as a whole un- 
doubtedly had demanded of him that as Commander ia 
Chief of the army and navy he prepare the country for 
war with the German empire. Why had he refused to 
execute the demand? Simply for the reason that he 
was not assured that this demand came from what was 
best in the people. It could not be disputed that the 
f (Continued on Page 16.)

The automobile torpedo. proper consists of a cylin- 
drical shell of thin steel, with lines as finely tapered 
as a cup defender, 22 feet long and 21 inches in its 
widest diameter.

With these matter-of-fact measurements little is said. 
The thing itself is almost alive and throbbing with 
pent-up power. It reaches the limit ef mechanism in 
that it steers itself; it dives like a porpoise; at a speed 
of nearly a mile a minute it can go to its work true 
as the needle to the pole, hitting the spot for which it 
started, even at a range of four miles. One hit and 
a $6000 torpedo sends a $16,000,000 super-dreadnought to 
the ocean’s floor, a crumpled mass of steel and nothing 


more.

lot of spinning steel, sets it aright again. With its auto- 
matic hands it turns the helm where it should be to 
keep the flying thing on the course & originally be- 
gan—a lever throws the rudders to right or left, or up 
or down, as the direction requires. 

What could be more nearly human? 

Nor is this: all the delitate apparatus within the steel 
shape that carries death and destruction in its blunted 
nose. There are more than 1000 pieces of steel, brass 
and bronze, making up the machinery which carries 
the explosive to its final destination. Everything is 
autoniatic, self-contained. Once it leaves its mother 
ship the torpedo’ adjusts itself to varying conditions, 
as if it had in mind the one thing—hit the other fellow! 

And how does it leave its resting place in the sub- 
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Deck launching apparatus for eutomnobile torpedoes. ° 


bubbling to the surface, marks its course, sleek as 1 
greyhound’s and twice as fast. But no human power can 
Stop it until it finds its mark or misses altogether, onlv 
to die away, far off, on the surface of the ocean. Then 
an automatic arrangement causes it to sink to the bot- 
tom, so that it can’t fall into the enemy’s hands, be - 
charged up with air again and fired back. 

For practice the thing has a device which brings it 
to the surface after a prearranged distance.

tion is located. Here officers and men are taught how 
to handle the big fellows just as a soldier is taught how 
to use his gun and hit the bull’s-eye on the rifle range 

To fire a torpedo so.that it will count for each shot 
requires a cool head and a sober one. Plenty of nerve 
and a keen eye are also essentials for the service. Given 
these, the pay is good and promotion rapid.

The after-body holds all the working nar of -the 
torpedo. Here is the cunning turbine engine, operated 
by compressed air, which works the two propeller blades 
spinning at the rate of nearly 1000 revolutions a min- 

ute. This develops some 130 horsepower and hur'is 
the torpedo through the water at an in‘tial speed of 
almost forty. knots an hour and keeps it going for close 
to- 10,000. yards.

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About to take the water—An automobile torpedo as it appears just after 
it is launched from its tube. 
That is a simple process. The eye of the subma- 


rine, the periscope, reveals the location of. the enemy. 
The torpedo, already in its tube, awaits the touch of a 


finger—nothing more. The tube has a spoon-shaped 
mouth, well greased within, so that the torpedo raay 
shoot out easily and take the water in a horizontal 
position. 

Meanwhile,. before the thing has been shoved home, 
the air chamber has been charged with compressed air 
to provide the energy for its engine. An impulse charge 
of more compressed air, a sort of air-cartridge, is placed 
in position and all is ready for the word. 

“Fire!” from the man who knows the moment when 
the enemy’s ship is in direct line with the tube.

“Sister, tell the next patient who oc- 
cupies this room that there are 391 fleurs- 
de-lis in the decoration on this wall.” 


This remark is quoted as having been 
made by a man leaving a hospital in In- 
dianapolis. It illustrates the monotony 
of lying in bed with nothing to do but 
count the figures tm the wall paper. For 
sick rooms there should never be count- 
able figures in the decoration. Another 
patient is quoted by the Journal of the 
American Medical Association as reporting 
to his friends that his “room was well 
aired by twe ,large windows, that there 
were three fly specks on the big white 
walls, and the brass doorknob was most 
interesting” —illustrating the montony of 
bare walls. 


In Indianapolis two units of the city 
hospital have been decorated so adequate- 
ly that the foregoing criticism does not 
apply. Some of the best artists—men and 
women of national fame—have collabo- 
rated in the work. William Forsythe is 
general director of the decoration program, 
and is personally decorating one of the 
wards for the children. In the children’s 
dining room Otto Stark has portrayed a 
“festival of toys.” In one of the corridors 
of the children’s wards Carl Graf has il- 
lustrated the story of Cinderella.

regular in recurrence, has been a deep 
puzzle, but its mechanism is not difficult 
to discover, and D. L. Merrill of Battle 
Creek, Mich., jhas constructed a model in 
which the performance of such geysers is 
repioduced and by which they may easily 
be understood. This is described as fol- 
lows in the Scientific American, by cour- 
tesy of which the accompanying diagrams 
are reproduced: 


“A galvanized iron tank of water, X, 
18 by 24 inches and 4 inches deep, repre- 
sents Yellowg#pne Lake. It is supported 
by a wooden cabinet with doors, and a 
shelf holding a gas stove (11), represent- 
ing the hot rock underlying the valley. 
No. 10 is a copper vessel that represents a 
reservoir deep down in the earth, near 
the source of heat. The rubber and cop- 
per tubing is one-eighth inch in diam- 
eter. Nos. 8 and 9 are drain pipes for 
draining the lake and the heated subter- 
ranean reservoir. No. 7 is the fissure 
leading down from the lake to the heated 
subterranean reservoir. No. 6 is a pipe 
which gives Old Faithful. This explodes 
every seven minutes, throwing water and 
steam over four feet high. (The original 
Old Faithful is in eruption every 60 to 65 
minutes and throws water 125 to 150 feet 
high.) No. 5 is the Bee Hive, irregular 
in its action. (The eruptions of the origi- 
nal occur at intervals of from seven to 
nine days.) No. 4\is the Riverside Geyser, 
while Nos. 2 and 3 are just hot springs, 
though all three are branches of a single 
tube. Mr. Merrill says: ‘I found that 
lengthening and shortening any one of 
my tubes changed its action.’ 


“A less familiar device, described many 
years ago by Prof. G. Wiedemann of Leip- 
zig, explains certain irregularities in the 
action of geysers. The accompanying dia- 
gram shows this device, as adapted by 
Prof. T. A. Jaggar Jr., who originally pro- 
posed the experiment described below. 
Here we have a water column, heated be- 
low, and a supply tube entering this col- 
umn and connecting it with a reservoir 
(R) of cooler superficial waters. The 
main geyser tube is four feet long by five- 
sixteenth inch outside diameter and at 
the top of the tube is a basin two feet in 
diameter. The most important feature 
of the apparatus is the fact that the reser- 
voir (R) which feeds the geyser may be 
placed at any desired level, as A, B or C. 
The supply tube is recurved slightly at the 
bottom of the flask, so that the cold jets 
that siphon in from the reservoir will not 
be directed against the glass wall of the 
flask and break it. The basin at the top 
of the main tube may be raised until! the 
bottom is flush with the mouth of the 
tube. ) 

“In order to produce a regular periodic 
geyser of the Old Faithful type, the reser- 
voir must be placed below the level of} 
the top of the main tube, as at A. Atter| 
heating for about 14 minutes an eruption 
takes place, the water being ejected to a 
height of about four feet, followed by a 
mixture of water and steam. Then water 
feeds in from the reservoir, and further 
heating results in successive eruptions at 
intervals of about one and one-half min- 
utes, each eruption lasting about 20 sec- 
onis. The position of the basin may be 
adjusted so that the ejected water will 
or will not flow back in the tube, as de- 
sired; if it does so, the water in the reser- 
voir grows warmer and the eruptions oc- 
cur more a warmed 
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“Quite different - phenomega are pro- 
duced if the reservoir be placed at C, just 
above the mouth of the geyser tube. There 
will now be a continuous fiow of hot 
water, and if the outlet tube (T) be left 
open and water be continuously supplied 
to the reservoir, the water in the f'as* will

“At this stage let us stop supplying 
water to the reservoir until the water 
level in the reservoir has fallen six inches 
below C, say to B. The spring continues 


to flow on account of the expansion of | 


the heated water in the geyser tube, and 
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also on account of the convectional up- 
flow, which acts as a driving power, even 
against a reversed head. after the flow has 
once been established. If, at this point, we 
lead the overflow tube (T) into the reser- 
voir, we establish a permanent circulation, 
the only loss being by evaporation. Hy- 
drothermal and hydrostatic forces are, 
however, in very delicate equilibrium. If 
the 1eservoir be lowered an inch the over- 
flow decreases, boiling ta’-es place below, 
and a violent eruption occurs. The same 
effect may be produced * placing the 
glass stopper in the reservoir bottle, and 
thus checking atmospheric pressure. 


“Prof. Jaggar’s experiments show how 
comparatively slight changes in the head 
of water supplying the gevser—due, for 
example, to fluctuations in rainfall, build- 
ing-up a sinter cone at the orifice, clog- 
ging of old conduits, etc., may turn a 
gevser into a hot spring, or vice versa, or 
cause irregularities in a geyser’s eruption.”

* sole le wanted to make war on Germany mainly because 
: course of a controversy over territory—a contro- 
. g ters that was in a fair way to be settled by diplomacy 
—four American sailors had been killed through the 
act of a commander of a German warship. Thus the 
desire for war was plainly a desire for vengeance—a 
manifestation of the same animal passion that led the 
aggrieved street urchin to scream in defiance and 
threaten with his fists. 

‘HE President conceded that the killing of the 
sailors was a grave affair and he made a com- 
plete statement of his negotiations with Berlin 
concerning it. It was his opinion that in as- 

suming all along that the Berlin Governmen: itself 
must recognize the need of reparation he had taken the 
most forceful way of impressing upon the Berlin Gov- 
ernment the seriousness of the affair. 

He then went on to pay a handsome tribute to the 
character of the German Emperor and his Chancellor. 
Were these men such savages or barbarians that we 
could not, in the sight of all the world,,safely trust to 
them to do what was right? And now the 
President’s voice rang out strong as he testified 
to his own implicit faith in these men. He 
showed that there was nothing in the attitude 
they had taken to indicate that they were not 
ready to do the right thing as soon as the 
American people would let them, and that all 
that was strong and self.respecting in the Ger- 
min people must prevent their Government from 
yielding as long as the American people con- 
tinued to breathe forth threats of horrible 
slaughter. 

And what was this nation with which the 
. American people so light-heartedly wished to 
rush into war? The President said we could 
afford to dismiss any consideration of the harm 
that the Germans might do us. The point was 
that if we entered into war with the German 
people we must be prepared to inflict upon them 
all the harm possible. It was the fundamental 
principle of war that you must do your enemy 
the maximum of harm with the minimum of 
harm to yourself. This meant that we must be 
prepared to: kill and maim as many Germans 
as we possibly could, and, if possible, to over- 
run their country for the purpose of laying it 
waste and bathing it in blood. Did we really 
want to do this? Had we deliberately made up 


> our minds to do this? 


oe 


Now came that part of the President's speech 
in which he so sympathetically and so vividly 
portrayed the character of the German people, 
the beauty of their cities, and the splendors of 
their civilization.” He first called attention to 
the native simplicity of the great mass of this 
God-fearing people, and particularly to their 
beautiful home life. The President showed .how 
the very genius of the German language adapted 
it to expressions of love and tenderness. Fol- 
lowing this, he entered into a scholarly analysis of the 
instaking thoroughness of German methods, of the 
in rid's debt to the patient researches of German think- 
ay. and of the immense debt that our own educational 
nstitutions owe to Germany. Then came the Presi- 


o 7 dent’s magnificent tribute to the German poets and the 


German composers. In short, it was the land not only 

of Virchow- ani Helmholtz and Hegel and Kant, but 

it, was also the land of Goéthe and Schiller and of 
agner and Beethoven. 


HIS, said the President, was the land that in 
a spirit of holiday gaiety we wanted to over- 
run and lay waste. At all events, no higher 
_ motive had been sounded than such as might 
govern a vulgar brawl] in a corner saloon. Was this 
the loftiest spirit with which the American people now 
were capable of being inspired? He would dislike to 
believe so. If, after coolly weighing the situation, if, in 
a spirit of solemnity, devotion and prayer, the American 
people decided that their only course was. to make war 
on the German people, why, then, he, as their repre- 
sentative, as their servant, would do all that he could 
to make that war short by making it terrible. But he 
considered it no part of his duty to represent the Amer- 
ican people in their frivolity, or to be the servant of their 
thildish passions. 

Was not the closing part of the President's address 
a trumpet call ushering in a new dispensation in the 
flealings of nation with nation? Directly addressing the 
Senators, who were the. judges between him and the 
peopte, President conceded that the assembling of 
the mh armada and the mobilization of the Ger- 
man legions had been a serious menace to the people of 
the United States, and that it had behooved him to use 
all diligence in taking measures looking to the defense 
of the country. If he, through pusillanimity or for any 
other reason, had failed to tae such measures, he would 
indeed be guilty of the high crimes and misdemeanors as 
charged. But had he so failed? 


First, the Senators must consider that the Constitution 
had vested in-him as Commander in Chief of the army 


and navy a large discretion as to military measures; a 


discretion that obviously entitled him to disregard the 

hasty opinion of the people as to such measures. 
Secondly, the Senators must consider that it had been 

necessary for him to defend the people against them- 


. gelves, it being the duty of every representative of the 


people to defend them against the consequences of their 
own hasty actions in times of excitement. Could any 
of the Senators doubt that if, following the mobiliza- 
tion of the German army and navy, the American army 
and navy had been mobilized, war would have been the 
sure result? To answer this question the Senators only 
would have to picture what would have been the effect 
upon the already inflamed mind of the public of such 
headlines in the newspapers as “Troops Riished to the 
Front’ and “United States Navy Makes Ready for War.” 

Thirdly and lastly, .the Senators must consider that 
he actually had taken the most effective of all possible 
measures to prevent the sailing of the German fleet and 
troops for this country. Even now the German war- 
ships and trou %ships were held fast in their ports. Held 
by what? Why, by something that no one could see, 
feel, hear, taste or smell, yet it was something more 
powerful than any fleet of warships that he as Com- 
mander in Chief of the navy could have assembled, and 
it was something more powerful than any body of 
troops that he as Commander in Chief of the army could 
have organized. It was something more powerful than

all the navies of the world combined, ani something 
more powerful than all the armies of the world com- 
bined. It was the moral law, and that alone. 

Did the Senators doubt, the President went on to ask, 
that this thing which was invisible, imponderable, in- 
tangible, impalpable and incorporeal was holding back 
as hostile forces those mighty engines of destruction, 
the German warships, and that other mighty engine of 
destruction, the Germany army? Well, today, all along 
the American coasts, not a gun was-ready to be fired at 
these warships or troopships except in salute. Let them 
come when they would, they would be assured of the 
most friendly welcome from the American navy and 
army; for the American Government knew that there 
was no need of German soldiers and sailors killing 
American soldiers and sailors; that everything in dis- 
pute between the German and the American peoples 
could be settled amicably and would be in the near 
future. And in further testimony of its good faith the 
American Government was sending its most powerful] 
fleet on a peaceful mission to the Mediterranean, every 
revolution of the propellers of these ships saying to the 
German people, as these ships sailed on farther and 
farther_from, home, “We trust you’ We trust you: We 
trust you!” 

Now, then, did the Senators believe that the Germans 
really were such morai monsters as to come over and 
kill our people and destroy our property when they 
knew we reposed this trust in them? Was there any- 
thing in their actions up to this time that would sup- 
port such a belief? 

Surely, then he had been justified in reposing this 
trust in them. And if he had, wherein had he failed 
to defend the United States of America? 


ITH this latter question, which he pressed firm-. 
: \ i } ly home, the President rested his defense. 


Then with those solemn words beginning 

“Let this trust coutinue,” the President 
launched himself upon his thrilling peroration, in which 
he gathered up all his forces to speak directly to the 
conscience of each individual Serator, some of whom he 
affectionately addressed by name, particularly those who, 
burdened with years, must expect soon to pass to that 
region “where rumor of oppression and deceit, of un- 


successful and’ successful war,” would never reach them 
more.

loon through space, sustained only by laws no more 
visible, ponderable, tangible, palpable or corporeal than 
the laws of faith and love. 

And if the perfect tribute be that of silence, then 
surely the President received the finest of all tributes ~ 
when he brought* his speech to a close with his stern 
warning to the Senators that as each should vote in 
this case he would vote not primarily to sustain his 
President, or to pull him down, but for peace or war, 
for advance or recession, for giving the American flag 
a new luster, or for letting it continue to wave as a 
symbol of nothing higher than that old, time-worn, 
world-weary doctrine of bloody vengeance for injuries 


received. 
VI. 


HE first effect of the President’s speech 

was to bewilder the world. Probably a 

large part of this bewilderment, at least 

in this country, could be attributed to 

the fact that, instead of talking as a man who 

was on trial for his official life might be expected 

to talk, the President spoke even as one who not 

only had authority, but who expected to keep it. 

It cannot help being a matter of regret to 

every American that our people kept up their 

sputtering for some time after the Germans had 

it definitely settled among themselves that David 

Israels was a remarkable man... Of course, we 

were the aggrieved party in the dispute, and 

the Germans had the further advantage of be- 

ing helped to their understanding of our Presi- 

dent=by the eminently flattering picture he drew 

in his speech of their country, its people and its 

rulers. As has been well said, that part of his 

speech was a regular solar-plexus blow in tak- 

ing all the fight out of the Germans. Still, it 

will ever be a matter of regret that we as a 

_ people had little conception of the character 

of David Israels in its entirety until we began 

to read what was being said about him and his 

speech in the public press of every nation—Ger- 

many, England, France and even far-away Japan. 

One thing I know beyond question is that the 

splendid reparation volunteered by the Germans 

for the killing of our sailors would have been 

forthcoming long before if the American people 

had from the start supported the President in 

the stand he took. Baron Stechmann, the former 

Ambassador, well knows, for one, that this offer 

_ was held back only till it became evident that 

the impeachment of the President had collapsed. 

Yet again I say that I have no doubt that it was 

all for the best. It is not likely that under any circum- 

stances other than those existing at the time could we 

have expected the Germans to escort the bodies of our 

sailors home with their warships and to yield to all the 

President’s main contentions with reference to the dis- 

puted territory, without even carrying the matter to 
The Hague. 

From the start I wondered how a man whose consti- 
tution never was robust, and who winced even at the 
defamation that is the ordinary experience of every 
man in public life, should be able to Stand before the 
storm that President Israels invited when he first re- 
fused to meet the German preparations for war with like 
preparations. It appeared later that he exhausted all his 
remaining strength in his speech before the Senate. 


N getting out of the carriage upon his return to the 
White House, Mr. Israels staggered slightly, and 
| soon afterward was attacked by a violent nausea. 
That night his valet and I had to help him to his 
bedchamber, and though he lingered long enough to know 
that his impeachment had not been sustained, and that 
the German Government had conceded practically every- 
thing for which he bad contended, he never again issued 
from his bedchamber alive. |

The slow 
step or walk knits to- 
gether the other different 
steps, just as the cortez 
joins the steps of the 
tango. The slow step is 
danced at the rate of 
two beats of the music 
to each step; the fast 
step is one step to each 
count. 

One walks into the Fox 
Trot—the rhythm of the 
music is taken up uncon- 
sciously.

The secret of the 
change from the slow to 
the fast, and vice versa, 
which is the stumbling 
block to most learners, 
is to remember the 
maxim:
